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PREFACE 

It is my pleasure to say a few words by way of prefacing 
on behalf of the Alliance Administration. 

This Hand Book is one of the three publications put forth 
annually by the Alliance; but. it is the only publication that 
gives us the composite information about Chinese students 
in the United States of America. Aside from presenting us 
a clear picture of the historical development, the present 
organization and the activities of the Alliance, which, no 
doubt, is of great interest to the public, this little pamphlet 
has included in it a succinct description of various Chinese 
students' organizations in the United States, thus affording 
us a most vivid cross-section view of the widely divergent 
interests and heterogeneous activities of this large group of 
young men and women, who have left their home land to 
seek higher education in this country.
